& his Royal Pꝛoclamation, and does hereby Strictly Charge and Com⸗ 
mand all Popiſh Spee Hgtives oz Denizons, being above the Age

SATAN YES half made, Repair to their reſpective Places of Abode, and ik they have

— docs hereby Command the Loꝛd Mayo of London, and all other Juſtices of the Peace, and 
other Officers within the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and Ten Miles of the ſame, That they 
do effectually-pzocced to put in Execution the Statute made in the Firſt Year of the Keign ok His pꝛe⸗ 
ſent Majeſty and ok the late Quen Macy of Bleſſed Memozy, Intituled, (An Act for the Amoving Papiſts 
and Reputed Papiſts trom the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and Ten Miles diſtance from the ſame ) by Tendzing 
to them the Declaration therein mentioned, and otherwiſe accoꝛding to the laid Act. And His Pa⸗ 
jeſty does likewiſe Charge and Command the afozeſaid, and all other Juſtices of the Peace what- 
loever, To tender the Declaration afojeſaid, accoꝛding to one other Act made in the Firſt Year of the 
Reign of His pꝛelent Majeſty and the ſaid late Queen, Jntituled, (An Act for the better Securing the 
Government by Diſarming Papiſts and Reputed Papiſts. ) And foꝛ the better Diſcovery of Perſons Diſaffected 
to the Government, and that, being Diſcovered, their Dilloyal and Wicked Purpoſes and Attempts 
may be Diſappointed, His Majeſty does Strictly Charge and Command all Juſtices of the Peace 
and other Officers in that behalf Authozized, That where they ſhall find oz be infozmedof any Per- 
ſon, who by reaſon of his Converſation, Diſcourſe oꝛ other Demeanour ſhall be Suſpected not to be 
Tell Aﬀected to His Majeſties Government, they do effectually put in Execution the Act made in 
the Seventh and Eighth Years of His Majeſties Reign, Jntituled, (An Act for the better Security 
His Majeſties Royal Perſon and Government ) by Summoning the ſaid Perſons, and Tend:ing to then 
the Daths by the ſaid Ac —_ to be taken, and in caſe of Refuſalo2 Neglect of Appearance to 
p20ced furtheragainſt ſuch Offenders, actoꝛding to the Directions of the lald Ack it being His Baje- 
ſties Pleaſure, That the Laws beErecutedtothe utmoſt againſt ſuch Offenders. And his Majeſty 
does hereby Charge and particularly Require all Deputy Lieutenants and Juſtices ot the Peace, That 
they do met Monthly, to Inquire into and Inkoꝛm themſelves of the Affairs of their reſpective Coun⸗ 
ties and Diviſions in relation to the Pzemiſſes, and take ſpecial Care toPzeſerve the Peace, and pꝛevent 
all Unlawful Meetings and Aſſemblics, and that from time to time they give Infoꝛmation of their 
Pꝛoceedings and Diſcoveries to the Lo2ds of His Majeſties moſt Honourable P21vy Council.
